The Millepora alcicornis is a native of the Indian 
and American feas, and varies greatly in fize, but is 
generally diftinguifhed by its upright growth, and 
the flattened and dilated form of its terminal rami- 
fications. Its color is a dull chalky white, fome- 
times very flightly tinged with yellowifh. 
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
